June 24—After a 
bitter . f'ght, .the 


American Federation of Labor today 
refused for organized tabor to ask the 
United States to 
recognize 
Soviet 


Russia and establish trade relations. 


The verbal battle leading to the re- 


fusal, enl'vened the dying hours of 
the federation convention and unloos- 
ed a torrent of debate. 


Backing up his plea for 
favorable 


action on the recognition resolution. 
Max Hayes, of Cleveland, read to the 
convention, the 
following ' telegram 


from United States Senator William 
E. Borah: 


"Theoretically we can trade 
with 


Russia but as a practical proposition 
we cannot do so without recognition 
or trade treaty which amounts to rec- 
ognition. Business men who want to 
trade with Russia have told me time 
and time again that they cannot do 
business with Russia until we recog- 
nize Russia. 
Russia now has trade 


agreements or recognition, with sis-, 
teen governments and the citizens of 
these governments are trading with 
Russia in safety and comfort. 
'Our 


own business men have made sales 
thru English merchants and have had 
no difficulty in securing satisfactory ] 
terms with 
Russia notwithstanding 


the Soviet form of government.

A decision in the case of The State 


of Ohio against 
Tunis 
Elson 
will 


probably not be handed down by the 
state supreme court' until late this 
week, it was learned here Saturday. 


A motion, filed by Bison's attorney, 


C. Homer Durand, for leave to file a 
petition-in-error in the suit was heard 
Friday, by the supreme court. 
If 


the motion is allowed the case will 
be given its fourth hearing. 
' Elson was fined $1,000 and costs 
each on two separate counts of pro- 
hibition law violations by Mayor W. 
S. Tish last winter. The case was 
taken to the common pleas court on 
error, and a decision declaring the 
lower court had erred in one case re- 
ceived. 
The case was then taken to 


the appellate court with the result 
that Elson v»s ordered to pay both 
fines in full. 


The attempt to get the case in the 


state supreme court is' the last re1- 
sort. Failure there will no 
doubt 


mean that Elson will be obliged to 
j>ay the fines as assessed by Mayor 
Tish.

An Editorial 


/COMMERCIALLY the bed rock and sheet anchor 
\^ of every community are Its retail stores. What 
a city's factories arc to its industrial life the "Main 
Street" business men supply in a commercial way. 
They are the bone and sinew upon which the super- 
structure of every live community is built. 


We have all formed varying opinions of the book, 


"Main Street," but the world' forms its judgment of 
every city, large or small, from the character of the 
stores in Its business district. 
And In this respect 


Coshocton is typical. Casual visitors and strangers 
pronounce Coshocton a "good town," and the opin- 
ion finds 90 oercent of its basis in the character of 
the town's retail business district. 


Coshocton is a good town and it has good retail 


stores. There is practically no variation from this 
verdict. 
People who have never seen our thrifty 


little city say so and in more than 90 percent of the 
cases these second-hand opinions are formed from 
the judgment of those who are more or less intimate- 
ly acquainted with our Maln-st stores ana" those in 
the immediate outlying business district. 
Whatever 


may influence the outsider 10 speak a good word for 
the municipality at the headwaters of the Muskmgum, 
it may be safely said that the character of the retail 
business concerns on our "Main Street" has been 
the largest factor in Influencing this judgment.

stream, like our natural water coursss, are inclined 
to run a little low at this season of the 'year. 
But 


with the "peo" and snap that characterize a live 
community our local tradesmen believe that a nor- 
mal stage in the commercial waters may'be "main- 
tained by the exercise of additional vim, enthusiasm 
and energy on their part. 


As we see it this is all there is to this so-called 


''Two-Day Bargain Festival." There is no mystery 
about it, nothing hidden, nothing to excite a single 
doubi in any mind. It is merely the expression of*a 
natural desire on the oart of alert business men to 
mpve stocks at a time when-trade conditions are In- 
clined to be sluggish. 


It is a good indication. 
It is the spirit 'that gets 


a town the reputation of being a-"4iwe one,". .Where 
this spirit exists good business prevails. 
Where 


this spirit exists is.a good place to live. Where this 
spirit is, given the proper natural environment and 
fair co-operation on the part of the manufacturers, 
communities are bound to grow and prosper.

The two davs set aoart by local merchants for 


this "Bargain Festival" are Tuesday and Wednesday 
of this week.. It is strictly a business proposition. 
The usual pyrotechnics on such occasions will be 
omitted. There will be no parade, no music, no frills 
of any sort. It Is a straight-out give and take affair. 
.Merchants known for a lifetime thru this city and 
county are simply pledging their word as honorable 
men that those who patronize them on these two 
days will get more for their money than they will 
tomorrow or on next Thursday. 


Practically every store, we might say every live 


store in. the city. Is a party to this pledge. In the 
aggregate the event can be made to be a great sav- 
ing to the buyers of this city and county. The ad- 
vertisements in today's issue carry the message of 
the merchants. 
From these the public can form 


Its own conclusions as to the validity of the claims 
our advertisers have made. 


In this connection one other thot comes to 


mind. The spirit of co-operation is growing in this 
country. We are coming to understand that it avails 
more in the long run to pull together than to pull 
apart. Our merchants are learning this lesson. Our 
farmers arc learning it. 
And if It pays the mer- 


chants of Coshocton to co-operate and it pays the 
farmers of Coshocton-co to co-operate, why is there 
not equally good sense for these two classes to get 
together in complete harmony. 


There is no question but that their Interests are 


primarily mutual. 
If half the farmers In this county 


were to leave the community tomorrow and no one 
took their places it would spell bankruptcy to many 
a well established store In Coshocton. 
And like- 


wise if the retail business places of this city were 
permanently to stop business over night it would 
cut materially the selling price of every acre of land 
in Coshocton-co. 


These statements are too axiomatic to dwell up- 


on, but the fact remains that norve of us fully ap- 
preciate them. We are, after all, whether miners or 
manufacturers or farmers or merchants, one people. 
Our fundamental Interests are one. 
We can pull 


apart if we choose, but if we pull hard enough the 
pillars are bound to fall and our commercial and in- 
dustrial temple will tumble upon our own heads.
